How can anyone help but love these wonderful examples of 
the faith of ordinary people and the love of Christ, specific to 
each one of them. Matthew, who follows without asking a 
question, the ruler who begs for the life of his daughter, and 
the woman who told herself that just the contact with His 
clothing would heal her- every one an amazing tale of hope 
and blind faith. 

And the Christ, who says: 
"Follow me. I have come not to call the righteous, but 
sinners. " 

"Take heart, daughter, your faith has healed you. "

It takes your breath away. It is dramatic evidence that our 
Lord calls, forgives, and loves abundantly. It's not just a 
miracle here and there, a reassurance now and then. They 
come, piled one atop another so fast we can hardly take them 
in. 

We've heard these stories so often, perhaps we are no 
longer amazed. If so, we are the poorer. Isn't it possible that 
the gospel writer's point was just this: He is the Christ. This 
is what God looks like. This is what He does. This is who He 
is. And that is awe-inspiring.
